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Boffeneration. 
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"The Religious Aspect of Social 
Works" was the subject of a paper by 
the Rer. Father Cutbbert, O. S. C. I'., 
read at the recent CatboUc Truth Con - 
fetCBce at NawcaaUeKm-Tyac, Kngland, 
aad ia prooonaead one of the moat not- 
able among the many preaeatad. B^- 
canae of its application to American con- 
ditions we present the following portions: 

"In the first place it is useless for any 
one to attempt to better the conilition of 
his neighbors unless his own personal 
life is fashioned ou sounil social princi- 
ples. In the apoatolate of social work, 
as in every other apoetolate, reform and 
twttcrmcat moat bcgia with one's self. 
Of what nae la it to eatabHsh clnfaa or 
take part in any effort to brightaa and 
amellonta fha Ufe of the mnMtnde if 
one's pHPHllOBd private action is ruled 
by selfi^aeM and false principle? For 
example, would it not be a farce for a 
man to endow hospitals while at the 
same time lie systeniaticHlly sweats his 
workman and starves that workman's 
children? The same principle holds good 
hi ctery form of social work. It is n«e- 
loo to endeavor to better the kit of the 
poor aad starred unless he at the aaaie 
time takea care to avoid eaooniaglBK 
conditions which faring about the wretch- 
edness snd degradation of the poor. The 
first requirement of the social worker, 
therefore, is a hit{li sense of justice and 
charity, as the rule of his own personal 
action; otherwise what he builds up with 
one band be will destroy with the other. 
Aad this caae of Justice and charity must 
be no vague sentiment, but a pcadical

rheM—lf la as Jiut aad

others as he might be and to take 

poins to know the effect of this action on 
the lives and fortunes of others. Thus to 
take an instance; The woman who does 
social work or is interested in it, how 
does she deal with her own dressmaker? 
Is ber first thought to get ber dress made 
as cheaply as poaaible, without ooaaider- 
ing a^Mther the chaapaat prioe Is a fair 
priee for the labor aa well as the material ; 
aad ia she one of those who are con- 
stsntly worrying her dressmaker and 
wanting her dress made at aa iaoqpvea- 
iently short notice? 

".\fter all, the root of all social Cvil is 
personal selfishness and thoughtlessness, 
and whoever would do really honest 
aodal work must begin at borne in their 
owa petaoaal Ufe aad take away the 
selHshMsa aad thoughtleaweaa there; 
tbea ud then only should they attempt 
to wipe away the effects of tbe aelfiahness 
and thoughtlessness of others. Another 
condition of lionest social work is that it 
must l)e founded in sympathy and under- 
taken from a sense of duly. It is to be 
feared that not unfrequently people rush 
into social work from hardly any other 
higbcr motive than the mere love of 
cxdtement ' Going among tbe poor and 
playiag the reformer isk new aenaation, 
so it is esgerly taken up for a wbile and 
after a while dropped. No wonder that 
such people have brought a certain 
amount of discredit to social work. They 
went among the poor as meu go to a 
zoological garden and enjoy tbe sensation 
of distributing biscuit and watching the 
antica of an inferior creation. When 
they got bored they returned borne, 
leaving in the minds of 'the inferior crea- 
tioa' a amae of injuatioe and a whole- 
some oontcmpt'for sodi bntterfly lefom- 
ers. 

"Now aobody haa aay right to inter- 
fere ia the Uvea of other people except 
they be moved by genidne sympathy and 

a sense of human fellowship. The real 
social worker must be one who is con- 
scious of his moral relationship to his 
less fortunate fellows and is convinced 
that it is his duty to share their burden. 
He must feel that in some measure his 
fellow-man's life is his own life, and that 
in giving the helping hand he is but f ul- 
filling a aiaqple duty of loving his aeigh 
bors ss himself. There must be no arro 
gant coadcacenalon, no superior pity, but 
simply the charity of Christ who made 
Himself one with us all in order to save 
all. 

"What waa the aecret of the power of 
St. Vincent de Paul but the great saving 
sympathy which made him enter into the 
lives of the poor and unfortunate as 
though their life was his own. This 
sympathy it was which gave him such 
deep understanding of the needs of the 
poor aad so eaabled him to be in every 
tiath thrir friead and helper. Without 
thia sterilag sympathy no petaiaaent 
good can ever be effected. But where 
there is sympathy good will assuredly 
result. Aud the good resulting will not 
be only on the' side of those who are 
helped, but on the side of the helper too. 
For the work undertaken from sympathy 
will enlarge the heart and develop the 
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G^THSEMANI ABBEY. 
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character of the wocfcer; and so he will 

gain even more than be gives. Finally, 
whoever would become a social worker 
must remember that all good, efficient 
work is iu great measure the result of 
character, and proceeds from his very 
soul. The priest who would fulfill bis 
ministry as he ought must cultivate a 
priestly character and a priestly haUt of 
soul; if henegtocttUahe wdliallhihia 
work. Tbe aaaw priae^le qiplies to 
the social wothar. The atthaate object 
of all social work ia moral and religions 
regeneration. It is to raise men out of 
their material, or even brutal, existence 
into that which is human and spiritnal. 
Rut what spiritual influence can any man 
have who neglects bis own spiritual life;' 

"Tbe aodal worker therefore must be a 
religious aam ia the proper aenae of the 
word; he must be oae who takea care of 
his own soul, and who knows how to 
pray. There is a tendency at the present 
day to undervalue prayer as part of a 
man's religious life. There are those 
who flippantly tell us that "to wcrk is to 
prsy." In one sense that is true, if the 
work is done in tbe spirit of prayer, «vith 
a sense of dependence on God. But how 
is this spirit of prayer to be acquired ex- 
cept by separatiag one's self, from time 
to time, from the wocriea and cana of 
life aad brlagiag one'a aelf into apedal 
communion with God? Jesus Christ our 
Master retired at times from the crowd 
to pray to His Father in quiet and seclu- 
sion. That is the example every social 
worker must follow if he would do Christ- 
like work. 

"We must not forget that all our power 
for good comes from God, and it is need- 
ful not to forget God if we would really 
benefit our religion. B to reov aH the habit 
of pifeyer will aioce thaa aaytiiiaf elae 
prevent the ao ci a l wofher from becoming 
intolerant and pbarisaical, and this is a 
danger against which every reformer or 
apostle has to l)c on his guard. '() Lord, 
I am not as other meu!' is too often 
written broadly on the faces of your cru- 
saders and reformers. But the true 
Apoatle of Christ is as humble and simple 
of soul aa he is patient and steadfast; but 
whilst he walks among awa be walks in 
the prea ea c e of God. 

"To anm up briefly, it is the duty of 
every Catholic to do his part in bringing 
about greater justice and chsrity in the 
world, whether by economic legi.slatiou 
or by private or voluntary endeavor. 
This is a universal duty iucnmbent upon 
all. But for those who have leisure or 
who have opportunity there is a special 
apoetolate — to redeem those who, whether 
by thrir own fault or tbe fault of others, 
bsve fallen from what a man and a 
Christian ought to be. The voice of 
■Christ calls out for helpers in this work, 
but whoever would help must come to 
tbe work in the spirit of Christ; they 
must be sincere and consistent in their 
own lives; they must l)e sympathetic 
with those they would help; above all, 
they must walk constantly in the pres- 
ence of God, and know how to seek iu 
prayer tbe strength snd guidance neces- 
sary for their work."

Aa the mnnidpal campalga draws to a 

close it becomes more evident that Charles 
F. Grainger will be riected Mayor by from 
6,000 to 7.000 majority aad that all his 
asaodates on the ticket will win with 
him. Tbe Repnblidin Campaign Com- 
mittee virtually gave up the fi^ht this 
week when its Chairman gave notice that 
7,000 registered Democratic voters would 
be challenged and that the election 
would be contested. No sane man be* 
lieves that 7U0 voters are illegally regis- 
tered, much less 7,000 The cry of fraud 
this early in the campaign is a auie evi- 
dence of weakncaa. The reglatratioa was 
small from the fact that both sides con- 
ceded tbe election of Grainger from tbe 
beginning, it being \vry well understood 
that the Sapp committee was only trying 
to save two or three men on the ticket 
who are running for minor offices. 

The investigation of the allege<l illegal 
regi.strations will begin ou Monday. In 
the meantime notices are being sent out 
to reputable citizens that thrir right to 
vote is to be questioned in the courts. 
This is clearly for the purpoae of intim- 
idatioa and may have effect on a few who 
are not manly enoivh to assert their 
rights. Tbe report is also bring cir- 
culated that the United States Court may 
investigate this election, when it is well 
known that the Federal court has no 
jurisdiction except when a Congressman 
ia running, and never in a mnnidpal 
election. Even if the Federal court bad 
jurisdiction the Democrats woald have 
nothiiig to fear. 

The members of the variona union 
labor otganisations are taking mora in- 
terest in this campaign than ever before 
and many advocates of the cause are 
captains of the various precincts for the 
Democrats to hring out the vote. 

The Campaign Committee held a meet- 
ing Thursday and went over the entire 
ground, receiving reports from every 
quarter. These reports indicated the 
riection of Grainger by a larger majority 
than was at first clahaea for him. All 
the committee now has to guard against 
is over-confidence, aad an organiastion 
will be completed to bring out tbe full 
vote.

Last Wednesdsy monring at the Dmm- 

mond Manufacturing; Company's pl.int 
ou West Mrin occurred one of the sad- 
1 est cataatrophea ever chroaided in theae 
columns, by which Nicholas Horan, a 
young t>oy just budding into manhood, 
and Jacolj Schultz, the father and only 
supixjrt of a family, lost their lives with 
out a moment's warning. 

The fatal accident^ was caused by the 
t xpti>sion of what appears to have been a 
defective exhaust pipe. Nicholas Horan, 
aged fifteen, known best among his 
young friends as "Bud," and Jacob 
Schultz, were in a closet, slongside and 
under which ran the exhaust pipe. It 
appean that about 10 o'clock the engineer 
turned a full head of steam on, and a 
second later the pipe gave way at the 
closet containing the two unfortunates, 
neither of which had a moment's warn- 
ing. The steam rusheil through the floor 
and openiug of the building and literally 
lx>iled Horan to death before he had any 
chance whatever to escspe. The steam 
was of such force that he waa thrown In- 
to a pit, where bis body was found. It 
was immediately taken to Dougherty & 
Keenan's, where it was tenderly prepared 
for its sad home-coming. Schultz man- 
aged to make bis escape, but died from 
his injuries Wednesday night. 

The Coroner's inquest had not taken 
place when this was written. This awful 
affair should be given the fullest investi- 
gation that tbe blame, if any there be, 
may be placed where it belongs. Tbe 
management of tbe foundry claims that 
the accident wfs entirely unavoidable. 

Bud Horan wis a youth of great prom- 
ise and redded with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. James Horan, at Vuh Bank street, 
who were prostrated when notified of the 
terrible fate thai had befell their boy. 
Among his associates and the boys of 
the neighborhood in whii-h he lived he 
was a recognized leader, respected by 
young aud old for his manly liearing and 
exemplary conduct. His funeral took 
|daoe Friday morning from 8t. Patrick's 
church, and the large concourse that 
foUoweid the remains attested the deep 
sorrow felt at hia natimaly end. 

Jacob Schults, the other rictim, was 
removed from the -Uuiversity Hospital, 
where be expired, to hia home, l<'i28 
Brankfoct avenue, where the remains 



were met by bis grief-atridcea family and 
ndghbora. There wss a manifeat gloom 
over the entire community, as it was at 

first reported there was a chance for his 
recovery. His funeral took place from 
St. Joseph's church, where another large 
concourse of s<irrowing friemls gathereil 

at the I'!! ;:!!! services. 

There should be a more frequent ex- 
amination of exhaust pipes in all our 
manufacturing establishments, and never 
should an engineer turn the whole force 
of a large bdler through a small pipe, as 
issaidtohaVe been done in this esse. 
Young Horan's father expressed himself 
cjuite vigorously but without bitterness 
upon tills feature of the .uvful aff.iir, anil 
lielieves that had proper inspection been 
made his Son would have still been 
living.

WHAT LABOR IS WORTH. 



Mr. Borden, the niillionaire mill 
owner of Fall River, Mass., who 
refused to join other mill ownen in 
a 15 per cent, redttctkm of wages 
and prevented such reduction, has 
again put the mill owners' combi- 
nation in a hole by voluntarily 
granting his employes a 5 per cent, 
advaooe in migct, cansinx the em- 
ployes of other mills to demand a 
similar advance. This indicates that 
Mr. Bordeu places a 30 per cent, 
higher value on labor than all the 
other ootton mill owners in New 
England. That be is guided by 
fairness and sound busineaa policy 
is attested by the fact that he hut 
always paid the highest wages, 
worked the shortest hours, treated 
his employes with every ooatidera- 
tion, with the rcanlt that from • 
small beginning, he has become 
wealthy and the owner of the larg- 
est cotton mills in the country; has 
never had a strike or troiAle with 
his labor, nor been forced to tide 
over periods of depression or finan- 
cial stringency. His course has re- 
sulted profitably to himaelf and all 
having business with him. The 
course of all the other New £og- 
land cottota mill owners has been 
widely different, as have the results. 

Mr. Borden evidently regards 
labor as any other commodity he 
buys; the best is the dieapett; he 
wants the best and willingly pays 
what it is worth, and runs his entire 
business ou the same basts. Such 
an emfdosrer never lacks efficient 
and trustworthy employes; his em- 
ployes value their situations and 
other workmen are eager to aban- 
don other cmployera to work for 
him. It is strange that all employ- 
ers can not see the item of labor in 
this way, but they don't. Their ideas 
of economy are wrong; they can 
not afford to pay the higher wages; 
the few cents difference per day 
amounts to dollars in a year; that 
ahodca them to atoUdity against all 
argument and paralyzes their rea- 
soning. Yet they have only to look 
about them to see that the employ- 
ers who give labor the Aortest 
hours and highest wages have the 
best workmen and are most pros- 
perous. The laborer is worthy of 
his hire; the best laborer is worth 
more and is cheaper at the price 
than the inefBcient and irresponsi- 
ble laborer. 



COM PAUL'S OPINION. 



In reference to reports conceruing 
the health and opinions of President 
Kruger, of the Boer republic, a 
Brussels correspondent writes that 
his health is good, that the Boers 
do not wish the intervention of 
other powers in the South African 
war, and that the British position 
is hopeleSK and can not be main- 
tained. Oom Paid Kruger ought 
to know about those things, and 
the situation in South Africa seems 
to sustain his view. 

The war. has been going on for 
over two years. When it began 
the conceded British territory in- 
dnded Cape Colony. Natal. Zulu- 
land and all the country to the 
Orange Free State border on the 
north. During two years of fight- 
ing, costing over 150,000,000, 
nearly 50,000 men killed and 
wounded, the British the first year 
advanced through the Orange Free 
Sute to Pretoria from Cape Town. 
They have never been able to reach 
Pretoria from Natal, and thus e 
tablish another line of communica- 
tion and supplies from I«adyamith 
and neutral territory and cut off 
this source of foreign supplies to 
the Boers. The British have lost 
more ground in the past year than 
they gained in the first. They 



hold the railroad fromC^pt lbwn 

to Pretoria (and mu.st hold or be 
driven by lack of supplies to leave 
South Africa) and the intemediate 
towns, with Mafeking, Ladysmith 
and some smaller stations, and it 
requires a force of over 200,000 to 
h(^ their position. They have not 
for montha made a successful ag- 
gressive move, and are really on the 
defensive against the roving Boers 
who go when and where they will, 
have shifted the war to the British 
territory of Zululand and Cape Col- 
ony and often appearing within 
sight of British outpoata at Cape 
Town. 

The Boers are in control of South 
Africa outside the British garrisons, 
and the Britiih aeem to know noth- 
ing pf their strength or movements. 
Hence the scarcity of news and the 
silence of the British Government 
officials and press about the South 
Africa situation. "Briti.sh successes 
in South Africa" are longed for, 
but seem to be only a lingering 
memory. "Britirii reverses in South 
Africa" have become monotonous, 
though the censor and reticent Lon- 
don offidals smother most of them 
in the War Office out of sight of 
even Parliament. It is only when 
they are so serious they can not be 
cbnoetled from newt c orrcapo n dents 
that the public hear of them and 
then weeks after the London War 
Office reluctantly admit them and 
the press pitt>lirii the teviaad reports 
with explanations. 

Paul Kruger, never given to 
bombast or rainbow chasing, eeems 
to have the facts to badi him in his 
estimate of the British position in 
South Africa, and British public 
opinion is growing in the same di- 
rection, and finally the reply of the 
Ministry for War to the request for 
the convening of Parliament, that 
Parliament would not be called till 
January, may be conatmed to mean 
that the Ministry have a doubt of 
their ability to couviuce Parliament 
that Paul Kruger 's opinion of the 
British sitnatfen in South Afrfca is 
not correct. 



Sir Thomas Lipton did not "lift 
the cup," but the American yachts- 
men knew they had a race. All 
Americans rejoice at Sir Thomas' 
failure, since it attests the contin- 
uance of American superiority in 
yachts and yacht sailing, but all 
admire and praise the ^uck and 
gentlemanly courtesy, not the least 
diminished by defeat, of Sir Thomas 
and bis companions. They.accept 
their defeat gracefully and with 
compliments to their rivals for their 
fairness and gentlemanly conduct. 
None cheered the victor more en- 
thuaiastidUly than did Sfar Thomas 
and his friends on the Krin, and 
the Americans greeted the Sham- 
rock with cheers, screaming whis- 
tles, ringing of bells and booming 
of cannon for her grand race and 
close finish. Sir Thomas, though 
twice beaten, is not vanquished, 
but will likely try again, as he says: 
"If the cup is to be lifted I am de- 
termined to lift it." In this we all 
wish the plucky Iri^man success; 
for IP the cup is to be lifted we 
would rather Sir Tliomaadid it than 
any one else. 



Despite the secrecy and evasion 
of the Ministry the fact is known 
that -the Britirii Government will 
have a deficit at the end of the year 
of at least /7o,ooo,ooo, notwith- 
standing the new oonsol issue of 
^60,000,000. The effect upon all 
trade and financial interests in Eng- 
land is uncertainty, apprehenaion 
and depression, which excite criti- 
cism of the Government policy and 
gives impetus to the sentiment 
against continuing that policy in 
South Africa, which coats about 
;^6,ooo,ooo monthly and seems to 
produce only disaster with no pros- 
pect of improvement. 



There are rumors of conferences 
and agreements between the Euro- 
pean powcra, and the allq^ed pur- 
poses of all are anti-English, to the 
chagrin and worry of the London 
officiala and pMi; but, then, it 
may be that the Engliah anthoritiea 
and editors are a trifle over-suspi- 
cious. The fact ttiat they are not 
let into these international confabs 
indicates that England is being 
ignored in matters affecting the 



future of the European pow^, not 
one of which seeffls to can any- 
thing about her. 



The report that Emperor William 
of Germany received a request from 
the Ccar to unite in a^Elng the re- 
tirement of Lord Salisbury from 
the British Premiership and a ces- 
sation of the war in South Africa, 
and showed the letter to the British 
Minister in Berlin, is hardly cred- 
ible. The Ksiser would not be 
guilty of such a breach of inter- 
national propriety, or if so he 
would certainly not be so devoid of 
judgment as to allow it to be 
known. The report is doubtless a 
fake.

Mrs. Carleton, Moneymore, died very 
auddenly on Saturday morning laat The 
deceased waa the widow of the late 
Thomaa Carleton, who died aome few 
weeka ago at af advanced age.

Limerick. The Mayor'a letter in reply 
to the Lord Mayor of Cork waa con- 
demned. 

At the last regular meeting of the 
Hallyhay Town Conimissiom-rs, Patrick 
Connolly presiding, the motion of 
William Halfe, changing the name of 
Albert street to St. Patrick street, was 
unanimously adopted, as waa also the 
motion of Bdward Smyth to have the 
new name pnt in BngUsb mad Irish 
characters. 

On Saturday laat the remains of the 
late John Dorgan, who died some days 
previously at the age of eighty-one, were 
interre<1 at Ballingnrry. Deceased was 
an evicted tenant, having Ijeen put out 
of his farm at CapiMjnahane in the early 
days of the Land League. His death 
was deeply regretted by a host of friends, 
by whom he waa held in high eateera as 
a atannch and faithful Nationaliat. 

Wednesday afternoon a fire took place 
in the heggard of Joseph Patrick Carney, 
at Carlingford, County Lonth, and re- 
sulted in the destruction of hia entire 
crop, including eighty tons of hay, two 
large ricks of liarley and four days' 
threahiog of straw. Hesides these an 
engine and threshing machine were com- 
pletely destroyed. It is believed the fire 
was accidentally originated. 

A public meeting waa held Tuesday 
evening at Ballyboden in favor of the 
extension of the existing Cruagh and 
Whiu-churcli graveyards. It was stated 
that Lord Massy and Gen. Davis, local 
landlords, were resisting the proposed 
exleii.sion. It was pointed out that com- 
bination among the people waa necessary 
to defeat their opposition, and it was 
decided to establish a branch of the 
United Irish League in the diatrict. 

A sad caae of drowning ia reported from 
Coaghey, about two milea from Ballybay, 
when on Sunday evening a respectable 
farmer named Hugh Piunegan fouud the 
dead body of his little son Owen, aged 
seven years, in a tx>g hole convenient to 
the house. The father saw the child at 
the place a short time before a'<d finding 
he had not returned to the houae went in 
aearch of him. It ia believed the litde 
fellow accidentally fell ia while croaaing 
a narrow ridge between the bog holes. 

Intelligence has reached Nenagh of a 
terrible occurrence at Moyne, near the 
village of Templetuohy. It appears that 
on Friday morning two young men 
named Corbett and Carey were working 
at Mrs. McCormack's yard, ontaide 
Moyne, when a quarrel arose between 
them, in which the hay forka with which 
they were working were freely uaed. 
The fight culminated in Corbett striking 
Carey on the head with the fork, fractur- 
ing his skull and inflicting such serious 
injuries that his dying depositions had to 
be taken. Corbett made his escape and 
has not been captured. The quarrel, it 
is said, originated in a dispute about a 
farm of laud which Corbett 's aunt made 
over to him agaioat her husband'a wiab.

He will hereafter t>e allowed a 
bookkeeper at a salary of f 1,200, an ab- 
stractor of titles, who must be a lawyer, 
who will receive per year, and a 

messenger at {.'Uid. This department is 
becoming quite expensive. Another 
ordinance ailecting physicians and sur- 

fjeons and compelling them to pay 
iceq.M. fees was introduced. The otner 
buaineas transacted was unimportant.

Spirit With Which People Are 
Batering Upon the New 
Canipaigrn. 



OBiSCT OF DMITED IRISH LEAGUE 



Recently a splendid meeting, under 
the auspices of the West Waterford F;x- 
ecutive of the United Iriab League, was 
held at Llamore. From all the surround- 
ing diatricts the people gathered in large 
nnmbva to hear John Redmond before 
his departure lor America, and the meet- 
ing waa certainly a r^aiarkable indica- 
tion of the spirit with wbidi the people 
are entering the neW campaign. The 
chair was occupied by Dr. Dennehy, and 
upon the platform were many clergymen, 
members of rarliament, county and 
borough officers and men prominent in 
the United Irish League. Mr. Ke<lmond, 
who waa received with loud and pro- 
longed cheering, aaid. couceraiag the 
league and its objects: 

Fellow^co uutry men, the encouragement 
which I gather from Itk greet meeting 
today ia only another s y m p t om of what I 
have experienoc<l within the last twelve 
months in every part of Ireland. Ireland 
from the center to the sea is t)eing once 
roused to its sense of national duty. The 
doubters who twelve mouths ago held 
back becauae they did not believe there 
waa reality in this movement— what have 
they to say today? All. the critics who, 
for selfish motives of thdr own, stood 
upon one side and confined themadvea to 
critidsm of the efforts of honest men who 
were trying once more to have a national 
movement in Ireland, today they are 
silent, today they are dumb and over the 
whole length and breadth of this country 
the voice of dissension is nut to be heard 
in any quarter, upon -any platform or 
even in aay organ crepreaentiug the 
natioaal nunrement No, the voice of 
diaaeadoB Ims been alMlieed and it* has 
been done by the intehae earneatneaa of 
the people themselvea, , and done, I hope 
I may without arrogance claim, to some 
extent by the industry and unity shown 
by the Irish party in the last session of 
I'arliament. Fellow-countrymen, this 
great movement of the Unitetl Irish 
League is marching day by day rapidly 
to vidory. Our enemies today them- 
aelvea recognize that thia movement ia 
the lineal successor of the Land Loagne, 
and we who are guiding the Uikited Iriah 
League are proud to publicly avow that 
the principles of the Lead League are 
our principles tixlay, and that we will 
never lay down our arms tlic objects 

for which t4 e Land League was founded 
have l)eeu fully accomplished. I desir(j 
to ask what is the meaning of this great 
movement that toda/ ia stirring the 
hearta of the Iriab peiqUe throughout the 
world? Wdl, I can answer that in a very 
few worda. The object of the United 
Iriah League ia to st<^ emigration. It la 
to keep the people of Ireland at home in 
their own country. The object of the 
United Irish I.,eague is to make one de- 
termined effort to save, at any rate, the 
remnant of the old Celtic race, l-'ellow- 
countrymen, the migration which has 
been draining Ireland of her bone and 
sinew ia the moat terrible and the most 
pathetic of any ooaqtry in the world 
from the national point of view. No 
nation could atand the drain if continued 
much longer, and from the personal point 
of view I, who have traveled through the 
world and seen Irish exiles in other lands, 
can speak of its pathos and its terrible 
tragedy. We read in this country of suc- 
cessful Irishmen in America and we are 
proud of onr race in the great and free 
republic; but we forget the hundreds of 
thousands of our race who in the contest 
for life in America have gone down. We 
think oaly of the ancceaaful onea, and 
even of the aacceaafal oaea I make bold 
to aay here, with aome knowledge of the 
subject, that no matter how proaperoua 
Irishmen may be abroad they are never 
as happy as they are at home, and I wish 
my voice could reach the young women 
and men of this part of Ireland who are 
thinking of emigiatiug to America. I 
would beg of them for the sake of their 
God and their country and for them- 
advea to pauae before they leave this 
ahore. Don't Id them'he tempted by the 
idea that they will be )Md more wagea in 
America. That is true, but the cost of 
everything in America is far more than 
it is in this country -the struggle for life 
is far keener -and I say the Irishman 
who can keep body and soul together 
here in the old sod is a better and a hap- 
pier man even than the Iriahman who 
succeeds in the atrngj^le for life abroad. 
Fellow-countrymen. iJte object of the 
United Iriah League ia'to stop this emigra- 
tion. Now how can thta be done? There ia 
only one way in whic^ emigration can be 
stopped, and that wa« is so to improve 
the indnatrial cot^HtUf ef Irehind aa to 
enable the poorer^ pl<a>r» of the people 
to live in this countrji-, at any rate, in 
comparative decency <ind comfort, and to 
introduce al.so into thf lives of the people 
some little warmth aad happiness. Let 
us not forget the Iri«h people fly away 
from Ireland, not meMly becauae of the 
continual grinding atanggle day by day 
for the bare a ecm ai tlL of life, but the 
young people of our race are tempted to 
emigrate, because owivg to the condition 
of this country for so long, Irish life iu 
town, village and country b&s l>ccome so 
monotonoua and so deadl yd nil. Inorder 
to stop emigration we must, therefore, 
improve the material industrial condi£ioc 
of th« oonntry, and we mast make aome 



effort to introduce, aa I have aaid, some 
light aad cotor and happincsa into the 
lives of the people. Now, ftf low^onntry- 
men, every effort, therefore, no matter 
by whom it amy be made, whether by 
political frtenda of onra or aot, every 
effort to improve the indnatrial coadition 
of Ireland has the heartfelt sympathy of 
the Unite<l Irish League. We read of 
many efforts in this country that are 
made, but I aui Iwund to tell yon here 
that I believe most of them are quack 
medicines, and that the United Irish 
League ia the only body that ia advocat- 
ing the real core for the diaaass that ia 
waating the coontry. After all, there ia 
one great jutioaal iadaatry ia Ireland— 
the indnatry of the land. That ia and will 
remain. No matter what other industries 
spring up, that will remain the one 
great industry of Ireland, and the I'nited 
Irish I/cague, in endeavoring to obtoin a 
solution of the land question, is going to 
the root of the in<Iustrial question, and 
is following the only path that can lead 
to a prosperous Ireland. Fellow-country- 
men, the land ia everything. Upon the 
proaperity of agriculture depeada the 
proaperity of the whole country. The 
toama and villagea depend upon the 
land. The farmer, the artiaan, aad the 
laborer all depend upon the latid, and 
nothing can improve the material con- 
<iition or the industrial condition of our 
I country until this industry of the land 
has been freed from the shackles that 
today are liound around it by the cursed 
system of English landlordism which 
waa implanted ia this country by our 
enemiaa. All thoae pany efforts that are 
beiag made to improve the iadnstrial 
condition of Ireland, while leaving the 
settlement of the land question out of 
view, are only so many applications of 
(juack medicines, l-or my pari I blame 
no one w ho has a nostrum of his own on 
which he advances his views. I wish 
him good luck and I let him go on, but 
I warn the people not to be carried away 
by any pretences. For example, the apread 
of agricnltnral edacatioa ia Ireland, 
or mattera of that kind, good though 
they be, can not posdbly revive the in- 
dustrial condition of the country as long 
as the one great industry of all, the life 
of the land, so long as that remains 
chained and bound in the present Irish 
land .sy.stem (cheers). Fellow-country- 
men, the root of the diaease Iroiii ivliidi 
Ireland is suffering is Irish landlordism, 
nnd I repeat the only way to scop emi- 
gration and to improve the indnatrial 
condition of Ireland ia to aboliah land- 
lordism, root and branch. I believe it ia 
always better to apeak straight what one 
has in his mind, and I hope this winter to 
see an agrarian agitation adopted by the 
I Uiud Irish Le.igue all over Ireland of 
so close, so intense and .so menacing a 
character that the lamllords who are 
holding out against us and the Govern-, 
ment will be forced, as they' have often 
been forced in the p^at, to come in and 
to deal aeriottdy wiUi thia autter. Now 
that ia a geaeral dedaratioa. I do not 
propoae for a momeat to lay down on 
what precise lines that swvaneat oagbt 
to run in every diatfkt ia Irelead, . be- 
cauae the drcuaiatances ia every two 
districts sre different, bnt I haveanffident 
faith in the common sense and wisdom 
of the mass of the members of the 
United Irish League to feel sure that 
they will translate the general declara- 
tion of policy into action according to 
the circumstances of each IcK-ality, 
always bearing in mitid that this move- 
ment must I'c iJKiintdned if it ia to be 
successful -well within the lawa both 
of God and man. Now what I mean by 
that ii this, that anything in the nature 
of violence or outrage la foreign to onr 
programme and injurioua to our cause, 
and while I would be the first again, as 
I have often done in the past, to trample 
under foot police proclamation laws and 
to think nothing of vindicating the 
natural right of the people in opposition 
to any law, at the aame time when I 
speak of the lawa of God and man I 
point to thoae lawa which are binding on 
he heart and tonadence of 'Christian 
people, and I aay thai such lawa muat be 
respected by this movement if it ia to 
be aucceasful in the future. Now two or 
three words and I have finiabed. It 
rests entirely with yourselves, with 
the people of Ireland, whi ther this 
land question will be settletl on 
these lines very shortly, or perhaps 
not at all. If the donbtera and the 
scoSera aad the anperior peraona who 
stand aside and sneer at the United Irish 
Leagne aa aot ^ood enough for men of 
their pore national sentiment — if those 
men were followed and if Ireland re- 
maina aunk in diaunity and in apathy, 
then I say to you by the authority of all 
our experience in the past that the land 
question will not be settled in our time, 
and that emigration will go on until the 
remnant of the old race haa almost dia- 
appeared from thia ialand. Bnt, on the 
other hand, if every diatrict in Ireland ia 
aroused to the same spirit that animates 
the organized branchea of the League in 
West Waterford, then I aay that we will 
very aurely, indeed, arrive at the time 
when the Government will be forced to 
deal with the queation.

For some time past prepantioas had 
been quietly making for a hearty wel- 
come bome to tbe beloved pastors, snd 
the programme waa carried out success- 
fully with but one disappointment. Tbe 
travelers were expected to arrive in the 
city Tuesday night, and at tbe depot 
were waiting committees of ladies and 
gentlemen with Marriages, who bad pre- 
pared for the informal reception of the 
two, which was to be followed by the 
public greeting that took place at St. 
Cecilia's Wednesday evening. Those 
comprising tbe committees were Rev. 
Father Kalaher. Cttsirman Vinnie B. 
Smith, John J. Croilla, William Kerberg, 
Peter Tevelin, fotan McQneae, Mike Ho- 
ban, William Hume, John Keep, Thomas 
HcnU> , snd Misses Mollie McCarthy, 
Katie Campbell, Annie Jacquea, Nellie 
Carroii, Maggie Coleman, Alma Dudley, 
Katie Coleman, Lizzie Murpl)y and Mrs.

All 
of this is due mainly to tbe work of our 
pastor. Father Brady. I might Ulk for 
the next hour upon the many good things 
secute<1 for and enjoyed during the last 
few years by the meml>ers of this parish, 
yet I could say nothing but what the con- 
gregation knows and is proud of. Know- 
ing, ss I do, that we have taken Father 
Brady by surprise tonight, and knowing 
alao that he belongs to tbst modest class 
of men who object to any show oi display 
when they are the object of cooalderation, 
I will not burdsn him or yon with any 
laagthj talk, a* there are others who 
wi£ also to havtt something to say on 
this happy occasion.

Mr. Smith vVas followed by Peter 
Tevelin, one of ^ oldest residents of tbe 
West Bnd, who spoke of tbe pariah as it 
wss a quarter of! a oentnry ago, relating 
many intereatiiig inddehta ia the past 
history of the abw prosperous congrega- 
tion. John McQosse was the last speaker, 
and compared tie parish of today with 
what it was whef be was a boy and pre- 
vious to the a4vent of Father Brady 
among them. T|he remarks of each were 
well received. 

There was a gsfcat outburst of sppUuse 
when Father Btady aroae to reply, and 
the reverend gentleman was visibly sf- 
fscted by the awrmth of the greeting 
tendered bim. Mar a apr eai i a g sun>rise 
over bis recept^sn and fitnmiag thanks 



to his parishioners therefor, he spoke 
briefly of his travels, dwelling princi- 
INiUy upon those through Ireland, and 
csjiecially the provinces of I^einster and 
Ulster, where he visiletl longest. He 
ia part that the Irish people were 
prosperous today than they had 
been for many years, very many years. 
The only tronbia now ooafrontii^ the 
Emerald Isle waatlMcmigratioB problem 
and the fact that so msny of the youth 
and sinew were leaving the coantry. 
This, in his estimation, wss a seriooa 
mistake, to remedy which active steps 
are now being taken. The jieople now 
look better, dress better and eat better 
than in former days, and the crops are 
larger and finer than they have been in 
the paat ten years. The land laws have 
in recent years been so changed that the 
landlorda can not deprive tenants of their 
holdings nnlaas they require the lends 
for their own use. This wss s great step 
forward and would in time enable the 
Irish people to again become owners of 
their lands. Among the new iiid'istries 
introduced those of lace and carj>et mak- 
ing have taken a firm hold and are prov- 
ing very profitable. A revolution has 
alao tsken place in tbe flsx industry, 
which is not spun at home as it was some 
yean ago. Now it is aent direct to the 




milla aad sold. The outlook for Ireland 
was geaetallr bright and evidenoca of 
thrift and morality were obseiryable every- 
where. 

Upon tbe conclusion of bis remarks 
the congregstion f^led by Father Brady, 
each ahaking him by the hand. When 
this was over the ladies look charge and 
escorted their pastor to the rectory,
